"XINHUA' VIEWS UN MEETING ON PEACEFUL USE OF OUTER SPACE

[Text] Beneva, April 3 (XINHUA)--A U.N. meeting on the peaceful use of 
outer space ended its discussions here today without achieving any sub- 
stantive progress. 


The meeting, attended by representatives from 47 countries and opened on 
March 10, was charged to draft principles governing the peaceful use of 
outer space. 


On remote sensing of the earth from space, many developing countries and 
some small and medium-sized Western countries held that any state intend- 
ing to conduct remote sensing of the earth from outer space should give 
advance notification to the sensed states as well as to the U.N. secretary- 
general and that the sensed states should have timely and non-discriminatory 
access to data pertaining to its territory obtained by remote sensing. 

They called for international cooperation and technical assistance in this 
field in order to meet the needs of developing countries. Such a point 

of view, however, was rejected by those countries with advanced science 

and technology. 


On the use of man-made earth satellites for direct television broadcasting, 
opinions were divided on such points as responsibilities of states, 
application of international law, notification to the United Nations and 
illicit and inadmissible diffusions. 


On the definition of outer space, the Soviet representative proposed that 
the region above 100 to 110 kilometres above sea level should be considered 
as outer space and the boundary between air space and outer space should 

be subject to agreement among states and subsequently established by treaty. 
According to the Soviet proposal, space-craft would still be permitted to 
fly over the territory of other states at lower attitudes before entering 
into orbit or after re-entry. Most of the Western countries and some other 
countries thought there was no need to give a strict definition to outer 
space, while others deemed it necessary to have such a definition. 


On the geo-stationary orbit where satellites remain in a stationary position 
relative to a point above the earth, some countries, equatorial countries 
in particular, held that the orbit constitutes a limited natural resource 
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over which the equatorial countries should exercise sovereign rights. 
Other countries, developed countries in particular, maintained that the 
orbits should be free for use by all states since they are inseparable 
from outer space, 


On the use of nuclear power equipment in outer space, the Canadian repre- 
sentative proposed enforcement of international controls over nuclear- 
powered space equipment launched by various countries. The proposal 

would oblige states to announce when a nuclear device is about to re-enter 
the atmosphere, and would provide for emergency assistance and set maximum 
permissible levels of radiation exposure. The Canadian proposal won 
majority support at the meeting while the Soviet-bloc countries were 
reluctant to give their support. 


The Canadian proposal was put forward against the background of worldwide 
concern following an incident in 1978 when the Soviet Cosmos-954 satellite 
spilled radio-active wastes over northern Canada, causing serious environ- 
mental pollution in that region. 


At present there are five major international agreements on outer space, 
namely, the 1967 treaty on principles governing the activities of states 
in the exploration and use of outer space, including the moon and other 
celestial bodies; the 1968 agreement on the rescue of astronauts, the 
return of astronauts and the return of objects launched into outer space; 
the 1972 convention on international liability for damage caused by space 
objects; the 1967 convention on registration of objects launched into outer 
space; and the 1979 agreement governing the activities of states on the 
moon and other celestial bodies. With more intensified activities carried 
out by man in outer space, however, the international community feels the 
need to revise these agreements and add more regulations to them.

DEMOCRATIC KAMPUCHEA ON SRV SEIZING RELIEF SUPPLIES

[Text] Beijing, April 6 (XINHUA)--The Foreign Ministry of Democratic 
Kampuchea has denounced Vietnam for robbing the Kampuchean people of 
international relief supplied to them, Radio Democratic Kampuchea reported 
today. 


The ministry said in a statement dated April 3 that the relief shipped to 
Phnom Penh through Vietnam has never reached the Kampuchean people. In 
fact, it has been used by the Le Duan clique as provision for the Vietnamese 
occupation troops in Kampuchea or as a means in exchange for gold from the 
Kampuchean people, with the remaining part being kept in Vietnam. 


The Democratic Kampuchean Government calls upon countries and peoples 
cherishing peace and justice to continue providing humanitarian relief 

and to see to it that it actually goes to the Kampuchean people, the state- 
ment said. 


The Government of Democratic Kampuchea, it said, is absolutely competent 
to cooperate closely with international relief organizations in relief 
distribution. It believes that the relief should be distributed directly 
by international organizations and the United Nations staff in regions 
under temporary control by the Vietnamese invaders. 


The statement calls on the governments and peoples of various countries to 
continue their efforts to force Vietnam to withdraw its troops from 
Kampuchea unconditionally so as to prevent starvation in Kampuchea once 
and for all.

EGYPTIAN PAPERS CONDEMN ISRAEL'S HARDLINE POLICY

[Text] Cairo, April 8 (XINHUA)--Egyptian papers have denounced the hard- 
line and provocative policy adopted by the Begin government in the Egyptian- 
Israeli peace talks and asked the United States to apply pressure on Israel, 
while commenting on the Washington talks between U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
and Egyptian President Anwar Sadat and Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
separately. 


AL GOMHOURIYA pointed out today that Begin wants settlements, wants con- 
tinued Israeli domination over the occupied land and in addition, he 
wants Jerusalem for a capital of Israel, but he does not want a return to 
the 1967 borders or a Palestinian state. Then, the paper asked, what has 
Begin left for the negotiations? It is an old policy followed by Israel 
for years before the October War. And a policy of "ask for everything 
but give nothing away," the paper added. 


AL~AHRAM, another Egyptian paper, said a few days ago that the hardline 
and provocative attitude adopted by the Begin government is aimed at 
wrecking the remaining peace process. 


AL-AKHBAR indicated today that Begin may continue his intransigence, even 
this intransigence may be escalated, and he may ignore any efforts for 
giving momentum to the peace process, but the peace process will not stop 
despite all attempts. The recent events in Afghanistan and Iran have 
created an atmosphere that necessitates speeding up a settlement of the 
Palestinian cause. Begin will only isolate himself, the paper stressed.

[Text] Beijing, 19 Mar (XINHUA)--Several violent battles were fought between 
the Polisario guerrillas and the Moroccan royal troops in southern Morocco

according to reports from Algiers and Rabat. 


According to reports of the Algerian press service, communiques issued by 
the Polisario Front announced that its guerrillas engaged in a fierce posi- 
tional battle in Amotte of southern Morocco from 1 to 6 March and then staged 
a surprise attack from 9 to 11 March against Moroccan troops moving from 
Assa to Zag. The communiques said that the Moroccan troops suffered heavy 
losses in the two battles. 


MAGHREB ARABE PRESSE of Morocco reported on 17 Mare: iia’ the Moroccan Royal 
Armed Forces recently mounted a mopping-up operatio:: with the participation 
of air forces in Oued Tighzert region in order to ¢«*~ov enemy shelters. 
They inflicted heavy manpower and material losses on ive enemy. The report 
added that modern sophisticated arms were used in the battle and foreign ele- 
ments were found fighting for the enemy troops. 


All these were reportedly big battles fought by the two sides since Morocco's 
"Ouhoud operation" last November.

"XINHUA' FEATURES CANCER TREATMENT PROGRESS IN U.S.

[Text] Washington, 28 Mar (XINHUA)--American medical scientists painte’ a 
bright future in the fight against cancer at the 22nd Science Writers’ Semi- 
nar held at the famous tourist sun-shining Daytona Beach, Florida state, from 
23 to 26 March. 


The seminar, sponsored annually by the American Cancer Society (ACS), 
reviewed the progress in cancer research and treatment in this country. 
Thirty academic papers were read out during the four days, discussing the 
etiology and some new techniques of detection and treatment of certain forms 
of cancer. 


American doctors predicted with growing confidence that interferon, a 
naturally occurring anti-viral and anti-proliferative protein formed in 
human cells, “is not just simply a new drug--it's opening up a new field of 
biological therapy, a new approach to cancer treatment." 


Interferon was discovered in 1957 but not widely tested as a cancer treatment 
until the late 1970s. The latest clinical trials that have been done by 
American scientists showed interferon was capable of stopping the spread of 
osteogenic sarcoma, and shrinking the tumors of patients with advanced breast 
cancer, multiple myeloma, malignant lymphoma, and malignant melanoma, 

Dr J. Gutterman, director of the ACS clinical trial program in interferon, 
said, “we have documented the ability of leucocyte interferon (one of kinds 
of interferon produced from human white blood cells) to induce tumor regres- 
sion in 40-50 percent of these patients." 


Dr Mathilde Krim, co-director of the interferon evaluation program at Sloan- 
Kettering Institute in New York, said that the factor limiting the clinical 
use of interferons is their extreme scarcity. However, she pointed out that 
given the rapid advances already achieved in the purification and sequencing 
of interferon and in the field of recomibinat dna (deoxyribonuclease), a new 
technique by which scientists can manipulate the genetic material in bacteria 
to produce interferon, “interferon therapy can become commonplace in the 
1980s." 

















Dr Sydney E. Salmon, director of the University of Arizona Cancer Center, 
has developed a new method which can test the effectiveness of anti-cancer 
drugs on individual patients. 


A total of 344 clinical trials in 201 patients indicated that the test will 
predict with 60 percent accuracy which drugs will induce remissions in can- 
cer patients, and predict with 97 percent accuracy which drugs will not work 
clinically. About 30 laboratories in the United States are now using the 
test on an experimental basis at least, Salmon said. 


The major importance of this test is that eventually it can be used to help 
customize chemotherapy treatment for individual cancer patients, commented 
Dr Paul Kornblith, chief of the Surgical Neurology Branch of the National 
Institute of Neurological and Communicative Disorders and Strokes in 
Bethesda, Maryland state. 


A new bronchoscopic technique has been developed at Mayo Clinic in Minnesota 
for quick detection and localization of in situ and early invasive lung can- 
cer which is number one form of cancer in the U.S. Dr Denis A. Cortese and 

Dr James H. Kinsey of the clinic spotted previously invisible lung tumors by 
injecting patients with a fluorescent chemical, called hematoporphyrin 
derivative, which is preferentially concentrated by cancer tissue and produces 
fluorescence after irradiation with light of appropriate wavelength. This 
chemical marker improves the bronchoscopist's ability to localize cancer if 
the fluorescence can be detected at the time of bronchoscopy. 


The effective anti-cancer drugs mostly can cause unpleasant side effects. 
Especially a drug called methotrexate is so toxic that it must be given with 
an antidote to prevent death. Therefore, many doctors do not use it and even 
regard it as ineffective against cancer. 


But, Dr Isaac Djerassi, director of research, oncology and hematology at 
Mercy Catholic Medical Center in Pennsylvania, said that the opponents of 
this drug are using it in such low doses that it is ineffective. 


[0W291758] As early as in 1970, he came up with a method of using 
methotrexate in doses more than 1,000 times greater than conventional use 
combined with an antidote called citrovorum to counteract its toxic effects. 
Clinical trials showed that, for example, 50 percent of patients with ad- 
vanced cancer of the lung who received methotrexate and citrovorum were alive 
after one year. Under conventional therapy, only 5 percent of the lung can- 
cer patients are alive after one year in this country. But the treatment 

had several drawbacks. Many patients suffered hair loss and dangerous deple- 
tion of their bone marrows, and some died of the drug instead of the cancer. 
Afterwards, he found methotrexate and citrovorum had to be matched precisely 
at specific times to be safe for all patients. Recently he developed a new 
formula--that is, giving specifically timed and increasing amounts of citro- 
vorum with increasing doses of methotrexate. This new formula has so far 
caused no deaths, no hair loss and negligible amounts of bone marrow deple- 
tion in the 136 patients treated. 




















Due to the absence of side effects, on short or long-term basis, high dose 
methotrexate with citrovorum is now highly eligible for adjuvant studies in 
operable patients with cancers of the lung, breast, pancreas and ovaries, 
Dr Djerassi sald, 


Dr Arthur Schwaris, associate professor of Fels Research Institute of Temple 
University in Philadelphia, has found that long-term treatment of female C3H 
mice with dehydroepi-androsterone (dhea), an adrenal steroid, reduces weight 
gain without suppressing appetite and markedly inhibits development of spon- 
taneous breast cancer,

ESCAP SESSION CONCLUDES IN BANGKOK

[Text] Bangkok, 29 Mar (XINHUA)--The 12-day 36th session of the U.N. 
Economic and Social Commission for Asia and the Pacific (ESCAP) ended here 
this afternoon after discussions on the regional development strategy for 
198068 and the establishment of the Asian and Pacific Development Centre 
with its headquarters in Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia. 


Representatives from 36 members and associate members of the commission 
recalled the work done since the 35th ESCAP session and discussed further 
cooperations among ESCAP members and others concerned. Many representatives 
called the attention of all representatives to foreign invasions in Kampuchea 
and Afghanistan. 


During the session, an informal working group drew up a suggested regional 
input into the formulation of a global development strategy for the 1980s. 


The group's report adopted at the session says that the commission recognized 
that "the new international development strategy should be a major step in 
the continuing efforts of international community towards the establishment 
of the new international economic order." 


On the impact of refugee problems on regional economic and social develop- 
ment, the report says, "the commission emphasized the imperative need to 
eliminate the root causes of these humanitarian problems." 


A four-chapter annual report adopted at the closing meeting today notes the 
negative impact of protectionism in the developed countries on the exports 
of manufactured goods from the developing countries. 

The report stressed that the transfer of appropriate technology to the 


developing countries would be crucial factor in the implementation of a 
successful development strategy.

EEC SUSPENDS PLANNED MEETING WITH CEMA

[Text] Brussels, 31 Mar (XINHUA)--A spokesman for the European Economic 
Community (EEC) committee has said that the committee's Vice-Chairman Wil- 
helm Haferkamp sent a letter on 27 March to Nikolay V. Fadeyev, secretary 
of the secretariat of the Council for Mutual Economic Assistance (CMEA), 
aeking for suspension of a meeting of delegates from the twe sides scheduled 
for April in Brussels. 


The spokesman said that after studying the result of the talks between EEC 
and CMEA experts held on 4 and 5 March in Geneva, the EEC was of the opinion 
that no progress had been made in the negotiations between the two parties on 
matters of substance and that CMEA had not changed its position of substance 
since 1978. 


Under such circumstances, Haferkamp emphasized in his letter that no new 
meetings would take place so long as there was no sign of a substantial 
change in the position of CMEA. However, EEC was not against another meeting 
of experts from both sides. 


The negotiations between EEC and CMEA with a view to reaching an agreement 
on their relations started in 1978. However, no progress has been made so 
far. 


CMEA hopes for conclusion between the two organizations of an agreement with 
trade clauses, but EEC is opposed to the idea. According to EEC, CMEA is 
controlled by the Soviet Union and has no real competence to sign trade agree- 
ments. EEC is prepared to sign trade agreements only with CMEA member states 
separately.

TOURIST SOUVENIR PRODUCTION--Beijing, April 5 (XINHUA)--Increased produc- 
tion of improved, low-priced souvenirs for the increasing flow of tourists 
into China is urged in an article in today's WORKERS' DAILY.

That Party Members Must Maintain Political Unanimity With the Party Central 
Committee?" ] 


[Text] Comrade Yang Wei [2799 1983]: 


Incoming letters reveal that there are some party members among you people 
there who think that determining whether the political line of the central 
authorities is correct or not is a precondition for maintaining unanimity 
with them. This view is incorrect and it violates party discipline. The 
party constitution adopted by the Eighth Party Congress stiuplates; Party 
decisions must be implemented unconditionally. Individual party members 
must obey the party organization, the minority must obey the majority, 
lower-level organizations must obey higher-level organizetions, and the 
entire party must obey the central authorities. Why do we say that whether 
the central authorities are correct or not definitely cannot be a condition 
for obeying them? We can understand this by considering the following 

two aspects. 


First, whether the Party Central Committee is correct or not cannot be 
decided by any individual's feeling or thinking, but must be decided by 
repeated tests of reality. If you think the central authorities are mistaken, 
that is only your individual view and at bottom you don't know if this is so. 
If you think they are mistaken and therefore don't obey them, and other do 
the same, then our party will be split organizationally. Since the class 
origin, experience, and ideological level of our party members were not 
identical, why was the party able to become a fighting and united collective 
body? That was because out party had a program and a constitution, had a 
political line and an organizational discipline, that united it. If it had 
not had these things, it could not have become a party. In our party's 
history, both Chen Duxiu and Zhang Guotao, under the pretext of "the central 
authorities ar wrong," opposed the central authorities and put themselves 

on an equal iooting with them. But facts have proved that it was precisely 
they who were mistaken and the Party Central Committee was correct. 
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Second, when the Party Central Committee makes mistakes in line or policy, 
the attitude that a Communist Party member should take is this: on the one 
hand, he must launch a principled struggle within the party and, on the other 
hand, he must maintain unanimity in organization and action with the central 
authorities. Only in this way can he not split the party and himself not 
leave the party ranks, and enable the party to correct its mistakes and 
errors after the inner-party struggle. From 1931 to 1934, the "left" 
opportunism represented by Wang Ming usurped the authority of the Party 
Centrai Committee, snatching away Comrade Mao Zedong's authority in party 
and military affairs. For a time, Comrade Mao Zedong was pushed aside and 
attacked. Upholding principles, Comrade Mao Zedong wages a firm struggle 
against Wang Ming's mistaken line, but he certainly did not, because of 
this, split away from the central authorities.

We believe that only by a great effort on the part of the entire party, 
based on a common reality, to raise the consciousness of  cven more party 
members so that they can clearly discern the correct line can we obtain the 
support of the majority of comrades and correct errors in the party's line. 
Naturally, to demand that party members maintain political unanimity with 
the Party Central Committee is not to advocate that they follow it blindly. 
Party discipline allows party members who have differenct opinions to bring 
them up for discussion or to forward them to higher levels, right up to the 
Party Central Committee. 


Today, the Party Central Committee's line is absolutely correct. Some party 
members once were skeptical about the political and ideological line put 
forth by the Third Plenum of the llth Central Committee, but over a year of 
practice has proved that its line, general and specific policies have won 

a great victory and have gained the heartfelt support of all the people of 
the party and the country. Every one of us party members must consciously 
unite around the Party Central Committee, firmly and thoroughly carry out 
the party's line, and maintain political unanimity with the Party Central 
Committee.

[Text] Compatriots on both shores of the Taiwan Strait are all hoping 
to open up mutual trade to promote the unification of the motherland. 


Scholars taking part in the "conference of the founding of the country" 

in Taipei suggested turning hostility into peace and indulging in peaceful 
competition through trade. Commercial and industrial circles in Taiwan 
hold that opening up trade between the two areas and each making up what 
the other lacks are beneficial to both sides. 


Beijing appears to be more anxious. The General Administration of Customs 
today has reiterated: All import and export tariffs and ship tonnage 
tarrifs are exempted, because the Taiwan Strait is not national boundary. 
The tariff is meant for foreign countries, but definitely not for domestic 
trade. The banks have made requests to open up remittances with Taiwan. 
The Ministry of Communications earlier designated Huangpu Port to be 
responsible for cargo tranbport. The trade fair has already issued an 
invitation. Everything is ready, awaiting the return of the compatriots 
in Taiwan to the mainland to open up trade. 


The vast territories of the motherland are rich in natural resources and 
can provide extensive markets. The motherland can also provide all kinds 
of materials that Taiwan needs to develop its economy as well as accept 
all the products from Taiwan that are useful for developing the national 
economy and the people's livelihood. Even foreign countries regard the 
Chinese mainland as the best trading partner. Yet, why is it that only 
Taiwan refuses to help supply mutual needs and cooperation with the 
mainland? 


Taiwan is an island economy which is poor in resources. They rely on 
foreign countries for most of their raw materials and energy, and most of 
their finished products are sold in other countries. Import and export 
trade has become the important lifeline of Taiwan's economy. While the 
economy of the West is deteriorating and trade protectionism rising, can 
the Taiwan authorities and the commercial and industrial circles afford to 
give up the mainland without carefully considering its role as an outlet 
for Taiwan's economy? 21 











News of economic straits has been coming from the West. As the biggest 
customer of Taiwan, deficits will possibly appear in the production of 

the United States this year. Japan's increase in production will possibly 
remain between 1 and 3 percent. The European Economic Community is also 
definitely not optimistic. Bearing this in mind, how many orders will 
Taiwan receive? To uphold their national economy, trade protectionism 

has arisen in various countries. Some levy balance taxes and sales taxes 
on foreign trade; some postpone the issuance of import permits; some limit 
the quotas, and some cancel favorable tariffs. Their scope covers all 
kinds of commodities. Hence, how many commodities can Taiwan sell abroad? 


Another serious issue is raw materials and energy. The price of petroleum 
and raw materials has soared rapidly. Petroleum, in particular, is not 
only increasing in price daily, but the supply is also dwindling daily. 
People forecast that the energy crisis is bound to worsen. If there is 

no energy, how can machines be operated and production continue? 


Knowledgeable people in Taiwan have thought of this and tried to open up 
trade channels with the mainland. According to statistics in Hong Kong, 

in the first half of 1978, Taiwan shipped $50,000 worth of cargo to the 
mainland through Hong Kong. This was rapidly increased to $3 million 

over the corresponding period of 1979, an increase of 59 times. The 

cargo shipped to Taiwan from the mainland via Hong Kong is also increasing 
continuously, amounting to $5 million in the first half of 197. [as printed]. 
However, all this normal two-way trade was regarded by the Taiwan authori- 
ties as "smuggling." How can it be "smuggling" when it is beneficial 

to the motherland and the people? Why must they forcibly obstruct this? 


As a result of the Taiwan authorities’ obstruction, trade cannot be con- 
ducted openly on a large scale. In passing the cargo through so many 
channels, the freight charges and costs have increased unnecessarily. 
How does this benefit the people and country? Let us advise the Taiwan 
authorities that they should follow the laws of economics and public 
opinion in opening their door wide the same way as the Chinese mainland 
and in officially launching trade between Taiwan and the mainland. This 
is the only proper way.

["Luo Qingchang, Responsible Person of the ‘Taiwan Group’ of the State 
Council in Beijing, Speaks on PRC Principle Toward Taiwan"~--Part I] 


[Text] (Editor's Note: Luo Qingchang is a principal responsible 

person of the PRC in handling the Taiwan affairs. His talk here illus- 
trates one significant point: The PRC's principle toward Taiwan is 
“peaceful unification." It will not adopt any military means before the 


year 2000.) 


Luo Qingchang, responsible person of the “Taiwan group" of the PRC State 
Council, gave a talk on the "Taiwan issue" in the conference room of the 
No 2 cadres’ reception house of the CCP Central Committee on 3 July last 
year. He talked to party-member people's deputies and members from the 
“four provinces (Fujian, Guangdong, Zhejiang and Jiangsu) and one 
municipality (Shanghai) on the frontline" who were attending the second 
plenary sessions of the Fifth National People's Congress and the Fifth 
National CPPCC Committee. He put forward the PRC's current plan for 
“united front work toward Taiwan." The talk was compiled as a document 
by the united front work department of the CCP Central Committee and, 
after being checked and approved by Luo Qingchang, was sent out and 
conveyed to all concerned units on 7 July to be studied. The substance 
of the talk is as follows: 


Comrades: United front work department director Ulanhu originally pro- 
mised to meet our deputies to the NPC from the frontline on the south- 
eastern coast. However, he was detained by some matters which have just 
arisen and, therefore, could not come to this meeting. On the instruc- 
tions of Director Ulanhu, the united front work department has called 
this meeting of the deputies from the provinces on the southeastern 

coast today. The main purpose is to see if you have any more additional 
views and if there are still any problems that you want us to help solve. 
Let us feel free as though we are conducting a forum and express whatever 
views we have. 


We are now actively striving to do a good job in realizing a "peaceful 
unification of the motherland" and to solve the protracted situation in 
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which our country is split into "one China and one Taiwan." The task is 
very difficult and cannot be accomplished in a day. If national unifica- 
tion was such an easy task, it would not be necessary for us to bring in 
euch a large number of people. Of course, there are many difficulties. 


"Peaceful Unification’ Should Not Just Be One's Own Wishful Thinking 


The Kuomintang has a longer history than the CCP. There was a KMT before 
there was a CCP. The KMT and the CCP cooperated three times in their 
past history, and the KMT has accumulated some 50 years of anticommunist 
experience during this cooperation--split--cooperation again--and split 
again. Such anticommunist experience has shaped a strong anticommunist 
main current inside the KMT. Of course, there are many men of insight 
in the KMT. For instance, the late Shang Zhen; Miao Yuntai, who has 
recently returned to China; the principal leaders of the revolutionary 
committee of the KMT who are currently in Beijing, and also Zhu Yunshan, 
who was recently elected as NPC Standing Committee vice chairman, were 
all progressive elements among those men of insight. However, they have 
never been in the main current inside the KMT. They had no power. They 
had influence but not enough appeal to influence the policy decision of 
the KMT. 


Since the beginning of the period of the first civil war, we have done 

a lot of work inside the KMT and won the open sympathy and covert support 
of some people for us. Chairman Mao, Premier Zhou, Liu Shaoqi, 

Comrade Bo Yibo and Comrade Liao Chengzhi did a lot of work in this area. 
Chairman Mao won over Feng Yuxiang and Zhang Zhizhong. They were men 

of very great influence in the KMT. Such endeavors resulted in very great 
achievements before liberation and played a tremendous role in ending 

the rule of the KMT headed by Chiang Kai-shek and in liberating all of 
China. 


At present our work of winning people over from the KMT is not as good 
as it was before liberation. Though there are many objective reasons, 
the subjective reasons are probably that we have not worked hard enough 
and that we have not adopted the right methods. There are a number of 
Standing Committee members and members in the KMT Central Committee, and 
yet we have failed to persuade and win over any of them. Our work is 
really unsatisfactory. 


To achieve “peaceful unification," we must first obtain a clear picture 
of the relations between the external and internal factors. Our present 
efforts are aimed at winning them over and hence constitute the external 
factors. Nevertheless, without the internal factors which play a 
decisive role in stimulating change, the external factors will not play 
any role or will play only a very minor one. By internal factors we mean 
that we must stimulate the KMT to develop the initiative and then the 
spontaneity for change from within. Once they desire the "unification 
of the motherland," the external factors will play a role through the 
change stimulated by the internal factors. Hence, "peaceful unification" 
will not be one party's wishful thinking, but something brought about by 
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both parties, Here, of course, it is first necessary to do a good job in 
our work ineide the KMT. The more people we can win over, the greater 
will be our hope to realize unification and the sooner we will achieve it. 
How is your work in this respect? 


Making Taiwan Spontaneously Desire Change 


Of course, we cannot say that Miao Yuntai had no role to play. If thie 
was the case, we would .ot allow him to lead a better life than any of 
our ministers, encourage him to relinquish his U.S. citizenship and elect 
him as a member of the National CPPCC Committee. However, when compared 
to those important officials in the party, government and army of the KMT 
who are currently in active service, any of the members of the advisory 
council can play a more significant role than Miao Yuntai, not [to] mention 
those members of the KMT Central Committee. Of course, everyone has his 
own role to play; and people's roles are different in certain periods. 
Regarding Miao Yuntai's role in politics and propaganda, more KMT members 
may consider which road they should choose on the bases of the living 
standards and political status we granted him. At least we can let even 
more of our foreign friends know how we have treated KMT personnel. We 
have even treated a war criminal with a blood debt like Li Zhongren on 
the basis of letting bygones be bygones and looking only at the present 
instead of the past. 





The work of winning people over has a policy implication; but we must also 
consider it from its tactical nature. Whether it is a policy or a tactic, 
the work must be carried out to serve the major cause of "peaceful unifica- 
tion." Should you not consider doing more work in this area? Of course, 
as I have said at the very beginning, the task is not easy and we need to 
spend a lot of effort and money. However, in comparison, it is worth the 
price if we do a good job of this task. 


The Difficulties of ‘Peace Talks' 


Objectively speaking, this abnormal separation has been maintained for 

30 years. It will, therefore, be difficult to eliminate the hostile 
attitude and hatred between the two parties in a short period. In addition, 
the diametrical differences in the social systems and also the interference 
of foreign forces in the past decades, such as the obstruction and inter- 
ference of the United States in the unification of China, have all created 
difficulties in realizing "peaceful unification" today. However, what 

is even more significant is that the KMT itself has not yet realized 

that “peaceful unification" has been the general trend. They have their 
complete state machinery, organizational system, their own guiding principles, 
theories, line, principles and policies which have clearly suited the needs 
of the KMT rule, as well as their own army, police, courts and prisons. 

With such complete machinery, before they have gained awareness and while 
they are still obstinately carrying out the anticommunist line, this 
machinery will be able to play its role for a certain period of time and 
change the people's will and desire at any time. This has somehow increased 
the difficulty of holding any "peace talks."

The greater the difficulty, the more confident we should be. We have 
already assessed beforehand the difficulties we may possibly encounter 
and we must never give up because of these difficulties. So long as [we] 
work hard, there should be great hope. 


At the second session of the Fifth National CPPCC Committee, members of 
the democratic parties proposed that now is the "period of military 
preparations after all peaceful efforts have failed."

[Text] Some years ago Chairman Mao used to criticize the unprincipled "cat" 
theory advocated by a certain man. Later this man availed himself of 
Chairman Mao's criticism to seek selfish interests. He used this theory 

as a "model" example in the struggle to criticize erroneous lines, and he 
himself acted as a hero in the struggle. "As I have said before," he 

said, "it does not matter whether the cat is black or white as long as it 
catches mice." He continued: "This is to say that anything is good as 

long as it is beneficial to the state and the people. For this reason, I 
once opposed the erroneous line and raised doubt about our leader's speeches 
and deeds." It is precisely by relying on this trick of pleasing the 

public with claptrap and making self aggrandizement that this "cat" theorist 
has enhanced his own prestige. 


However, as practical life tells us, the "cat" theory is actually the most 
unprincipled pragmatism and is political trickery designed to help him 
contend for party and state leadership in all fields where his own interests 
lie. The essence of the "cat" theory is that "it does not matter whether 
the cat is black or white, and it is a good cat as long as it is beneficial 
to me," 


History and practical life tell us that proceeding from his own interests, 
this "cat" theorist sometimes makes use of the black cat and sometimes 

the white one, says one thing and does another and changes his principle 
and position at any time and from time to time. , 


As is known to all, for the sake of his own power and position, he once 
supported Chairman Liu. However, when bombardment of Comrade Liu Shaoqi 
started, he trimmed his sails and declared "drawing a demarcation line" 
between himself and Chairman Liu. In his lengthy 70,000-word self- 
examination report, he wrote: "I fully support the resolutions adopted 

at the 12th plenary session of the 8th CCP Central Committee personally 
chaired by Chairman Mao. Liu Shaoqi has committed towering crimes. We 
must thoroughly liquidate all his counterrevolutionary crimes." Further- 
more, at a party Central Committee work conference held on 23 October 1966, 
he again criticized himself and said: "I fully support the instructions 
given by the chairman and Comrade Lin Biao during the conference and fully 
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endorse Comrade Chen Boda's speech, The llth plenary session of the 8th CCP 
Central Committee decided to make Comrade Lin Biao an assistant and 
successor to the chairman and to select and promote Jiang Qing, Zhang 
Chunqiao, Yao Wenyuan--and other -:omrades who hold high the red banner 

of Mao Zedong Thought--to certain leading posts in the Central Committee. 
This is a very important and extremely necessary measure, for which I 

am glad to express my support." 


However, after Lin Biao died, Chen Boda collapsed and the "gang of four" 
were smashed, he changed his own attitude and poured out a stream of invec- 
tives against the several persons mentioned above in an attempt to play 

the role of hero in opposing Lin Biao and the "gang of four." 


Let us cite some recent facts, for instance. When this "cat" theorist was 
just reinstated, he kept on voicing his support for the people's democratic 
rights. He said: "We must let the people speak out, and it does-not 
matter if they say something wrong." However, when he succeeded in seizing 
political power, he suddenly changed his old tune and said: "Big-character 
posters do more harm than good, and it seems that this form of democracy 

is detrimental to promoting democracy, harmful for consolidating stability 
and unity and only weakens the four modernizations." It was based on his 
persistence that the people's four great freedoms were abolished. Frankly 
speaking, by so doing it is tantamount to silencing the people and depriving 
them of their basic democratic rights. 


To meet the needs of his own fame, position and interests, this "cat" 
theorist can at any time make use of cats of any color, go back on his 

own word and change his stand without a principle. However, history and

KEY TO SOLUTION OF POPULATION PROBLEM IS ‘ONE CHILD PER FAMILY'

[Excerpt] Great achievements have been made in the short span of 10-odd 
years since the state vigorously promoted planned parenthood in the 1970's. 
At present, our country's natural population growth rate has fallen to 12 
per 1,000, which is less than the 1979 world average of 17 per 1,000, and 
is even ranked one of the lowest among developing countries. Does this, 
therefore, mean that our population problem has been solved and the control 
of population growth can stop here? In reality, this is a question of 
having to ascertain the desired objective in population development. A 
scientific solution would need to be based on our country's actual conditions 
and the developmental laws of population itself. Progress in the natural 
sciences, especially the development of cybernetics, has provided new 
powerful tools for quantitative studies in demography and has made it 
possible for us to more accurately conduct research on various aspects of 
future population development in order to select a suitable objective. 


To explain the future trends of population development it is first necessary 
to analyze below some of the important characteristics of our country's 
present population structure. 





First, the population is young. According to calculations based on sample 
surveys, of the entire population in 1978, the age group of 15 years and 
under (based on actual age at that time, and the same for the figures 
below) was approximately 38.6 percent, whereas in the advanced countries 
the same age group in 1979 was only around 25 percent, with 24 percent in 
the United States and France, 23 percent in the United Kingdom, and 21 
percent in West Germany. By comparison we are more than 13 percent higher, 
while our population of 16 years and above is more than 13 percent lower. 
The average life expectancy of our population has reached 68, but the age 
group of 29 years and under constitutes 63.4 percent of the total while 
that of 30 years and above constitutes only 36.6 percent. This situation 
clearly shows that no matter how much our natural population growth rate

has decreased in recent years and despite its beginning shift from a pattern 
of increase to a pattern of stability, our population is still basically 
one of increase. 


Second, in the 30 years since the founding of our nation there have appeared 
several population birth peaks which created two age group clusters for the 
years 1954-57 and 1962-71. Compared to the population levels in other 
periods, each of these years showed a population increase of several to 

10 million. These people will enter marriage and childbearing age in the 
years 1979-82 and 1987-96 respectively, which will put us mainly in another 
period of population birth peak during the remaining 20 years of this 
century, thereby sustaining the possibility of a new peak. In particular, 
the 1963 birth rate rose to 43.6 per 1,000 while the natural growth rate 
reached a peak of 33.5 per 1,000. This has a very profound effect on our 
country's population development in the future. 


Third, the population base is large. At present, the total population of 
the entire country is over 970 million. If the natural growth rate is 10 
per 1,000, the annual net increase will be close to 10 million, and the 
number of annual births will reach 16 to 17 million, which is a consider- 
able number. The direct consequence of a large population base is a higher 
absolute population growth. 


These basic characteristics of our country's population have determined the 
major trends of its future development. We recently used methods of modern 
cybernetics to make various projections of our population in the next hundred 
years. The result shows that (figures for Taiwan Province temporarily 
omitted throughout) : 


(1) If the average birth rate (average number of births for each female of 
childbearing age) beginning this year is 3, that is, by maintaining the 1975 
level, our population's rate of increase from now on will be quite rapid. 
The population of the entire country will reach 1,414,000,000 by the year 
2000 and 2,923,000,000 by 2050. By 2080, or a hundred years from now, it 
will reach 4.26 billion, which would almost equal the total population of 
the entire world. 


(2) If the average birth rate is 2.3, that is, by maintaining the 1978 
level, our country's population will also increase continuously. It will 
reach 1,282,000,000 by the year 2000 and 2,119,000,000 by 2080. 


(3) If the average birth rate beginning this year is 2, that is, by uni- 
formly implementing the policy of “two children per family," our population 
will still increase for a period of 72 years. The population of the entire 
country will reach 1,217,000,000 by the year 2000. When it reaches its 
highest peak in 2052 the total will be 1,539,000,000. From 2053 it will 
begin to decrease, and come down to 1,472,000,000 by 2080. 


(4) If the average birth rate beginning this year is a constant 1.5, that 
is, with half of the women each producing one child and the other half 
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producing two, the population of the entire country will reach 1,125,000,000 
by the year 2000. When it reaches ite highest peak in 2027 the total will 
be 1,172,000,000. From 2028 it will begin to decrease, and come down to 

777 million by 2080. 


(5) If there is a marked decline in the average birth rate beginning this 
year, down to 1 in 1985 and continuously maintained at that level, that is, 
by uniformily implementing the policy of “one child per family" from 1985 
on, our country's population would etill increase for 25 more years. When 
it reaches ite peak in 2004 the total will be 1,054,000,000. From 2005 it 
will begin to decrease, and come down to 771 million by 2050, 613 million 
by 2060, and 370 million by 2080. 


These are the several different quantitative projections for our country's 
population development in the next hundred years. In view of the rela- 
tively serious population problem that exists in our country, the dis- 
proportion between total population growth and increase in means of live- 
lihood, the disproportion between increase in the labor-productive age 
population and the increase in production resources, the disproportion 
between the population development and the development of science, education, 
hygiene, housing and other public undertakings, the excessive population has 
already delayed socialist construction, and the first three schemes mentioned 
above--and average birth rate of 3, 2.3, or 2--obviously cannot be adopted. 
Because an average birth rate of 2 will cause the population to reach its 
highest peak at 1.53 billion, this means that our country's population 

still must increase by 580 million. What about the fourth scheme? With 

it, in a hundred years from now, the total population would be 198 million 
less than it is now, falling back to the 1968 level. It would seem that 

the fourth scheme could be adopted. However, owing to some characteristics 
of the population structure of our country, mentioned above, under the 
situation in which the average birth rate is 8.5 (the level at which the 
population would only be replaced, neither increasing nor decreasing, is 

an average birth rate of 2.1), the total population would still continue 

to increase for a period of 47 years from now. Only after half a century 
would it reach a point where it would neither increase nor decrease, or 
even decrease. This situation would be disadvantageous to our country's 
four modernizations, to a solution of the employment problem, and to the 
raising of the people's standard of living. 


Therefore, at the present stage, it is also not advisable to choose this 
scheme, If the fifth scheme is selected, and the women of chidbearing age 
throughout the country can most speedily put into practice the scheme of 
having only one baby, then, by the end of this century, the natural growth 
rate of our country's population could drop to about zero, and the total 
population would not exceed 1.1 billion. Following this, owing to the 
inertia in population development, there would be a tendency for the popula- 
tion to decrease. This could be a comparatively ideal scheme for solving 
our country's population problem. If, in the period of the next 20-odd 
years, we can really take this step of lowering the population's natural 
growth rate to zero, we will have gained the initiative in controlling 
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population growth and afterward it will be comparatively clear sailing. 
The objectives of the population development plan can then be attained on 
schedule, and the strategic task of controlling population growth can then 
be completely victorious. Perhaps some comrades worry that: According to 
this scheme, under which the population declines step by step, will not the 
population become older and reach a point at which it will be hard to have 
an increase in that part of the population that is of suitable age for 
labor? We will probe further into this problem. Forecasts tell us: If 
we truly and completely put into practice the fifth scheme, we cannot run 
into this problem in this century, and in the first 20 years of the 21st 
century this problem will not be serious. 


By only saitably and rationally adjusting the average birth rate of wonen of 
chidbearing age, we can certainly make the population fairly stable at a 
comparatively ideal level. If we can, in this way, lower the birth rate, 
in the future when population development is in a state of decline, we can, 
based on the development of the national economy and actual requirements 

in other respects, truly have planned production. To attain this, the key 
to the entire problem is to lower the average birth rate to 1 before 1985, 
i.e., the practice of "one child per family."

"GUANGMING RIBAO' ON TURNING INTELLECTUALS INTO LABORERS

[Text] The fact that intellectuals participate in some appropriate labor 
plays a positive role in reforming the intellectuals' ideology and eradi- 
cating their tendency toward being an exploiting class who despite physical 
labor. However, if we fail to do a proper job in emphasizing this point, 
we will be doing something negative. We hold that the slogan "turning 
intellectuals into laborers" put forward toward the end of the 1950's 

was imprecise, unscientific and improper. When the ultraleftist line of 
Lin Biao and the "gang of four" ran amok, the slogan was even pushed to 

the extreme and became their big stick for persecuting intellectuals and 
wrecking socialist science and culture. 


Innumerable facts over the past 20 years or so have demonstrated that the 
slogan "turning intellectuals into laborers" was by no means a scientific 
Marxist proposition. Labor refers to the purposeful activities of mankind 
in making use of laboring tools in remarking nature, it includes a drain 
in both physical as well as mental efforts. The ranges from the simplest 
stone tools to the most complex modern machines are all products of labor. 
They are all products of the integration of physical and mental labor. 
Moreover, mental labor has been playing a more and more significant and 
even decisive role, so how can mental efforts not be counted as labor? 

The division of labor between physical and mental efforts, however, is 

an inevitable result of the development of productive forces in human 
society. Marx said that this kind of division of labor was “one of the 
significant turning points in the development of history." ("Marx and Engels 
on Religion,” People's Publishing House, 1954 Edition, p 27) This kind of 
division of labor somehow has not precluded mental efforts from being 
included in labor. If mental efforts are not recognized as a form of 
labor, this will at the present stage inevitably lead to a negation of 

the fact that the intellectuals constitute part of the working class and 
thus cause a rift inside the working class. The ultimate results of 
upholding turning intellectuals into laborers will be the reduction of 
mental efforts into physical efforts and the simplification of complex labor, 
hence leading human society toward retrogression. 
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Some people said that putting forward the slogan was meant to emphasize 
the ideological reform of intellectuals. This is also not in line with 
the practical situation. If all intellectuals are "turned" into physical 
laborers, then who will be doing the indispensable mental labor in 
society? Will it not mean that our society will thus fall back into the 
barbarous era? In his report on issues concerning intellectuals in 1956, 
Comrade Zhou Enlai pointed out: methods for the reform of intellectuals 
are the study of theory, the practice of struggle in society as well as 
practice in their own professional work. What Comrade Zhou Enlai said 
was correct and genuinely expressed, It is indeed improper to regard 
participating in physical labor as the only or sole way for reforming the 
world outlook of intellectuals. If people's world outlook could be so 
simply reformed, then workers, peasants and other physical laborers 
should have been communists very early. However, this is not at all the 
case, A principle is thus explained to us: physical labor cannot 
spontaneously develop Marxism. As a matter of fact, in studying Marxism, 
intellectuals have first accepted it from reading books. However, it is 
only when it is proved to be correct through later practice in society 
and also in their own professional work that a Marxist world outlook is 
truly established in their minds. Lenin said: "It must be remembered 
that the course through which engineers recognize communism shall be 
different from those of the propagandists and writers in the past. They 
shall recognize communism through achievements scored in their own fields 
of science. Agronomists shall follow their own way and recognize 
communism; forestry experts shall also follow their own way and recognize 
communism; and so on." ("Selected Works of Lenin," Vol 4, p 475) If we 
depart from Lenin's teaching and not allow intellectuals to study, test 
and accept Marxism through the practice of their own professional work 
and to the contrary drive all of them to rural areas and factories to 
participate in physical labor, we will not only be unable to reform their 
world outlook, but their professional work will surely be neglected, thus 
sustaining losses in the revolutionary cause. 


Some people hold that the slogan "turning intellectuals into laborers" 

may stimulate the intellectuals to link their theory to practice. Is that 
really so? Linking theory to practice is a fundamental principle in 
Marxism. However, does practice merely refer to physical labor in industry 
and agriculture? Do conducting scientific experiments, handling public 
affairs and so on not constitute practice? Those intellectuals in all 
trades who have creatively applied the theories they learned to their 

own work to solve problems and scored outstanding achievements must 
certainly have linked theory to practice. Otherwise, they have either 

done a poor job in linking theory to practice or have literally failed 

to do so. Lin Biao and the "gang of four" wanted the intellectuals to 
participate in physical labor all day long. That was by no means linking 
theory to practice, but segregating practice and theory. It was a persecu- 
tion of the intellectuals. We should like to ask: Those comrades engaged 
in the study of the theories of modern natural sciences were simply cut off 
from the relevant materials at home and abroad and were prevented from 
entering the laboratories; those comrades engaged in the study of history, 
linguistics and other social sciences were cut off from historical materials 
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and were prevented from conducting investigations and study; and literary 
ard art workers were prevented from carrying out literary and art practice: 
what kind of linking theory to practice wae this? Could scientists and 
artists be trained in this way? 


Some other comrades hold that the slogan is beneficial to eliminating the 
difference between mental labor and physical labor. This is even more 
erroneous. The result will be just the opposite in practice. The 
difference between mental labor and physical labor is a product of the 
stage when the productive forces have developed to a certain extent but 
have not been fully developed. When the era of communist society arrives, 
the difference between the two will be eliminated. Nevertheless, at the 
socialist stage, it cannot yet be eliminated. This is because the 
productive forces have not yet attained a level at which the difference 
between the two can be eliminated. To gradually reduce and ultimately 
eliminate the difference between mental and physical labor, the most 
important thing is to develop the productive forces and lay a strong 
material foundation. Here it is especially necessary to bring into full 
play the role of science and technology, the role of mental labor and also 
the role of intellectuals. At the same time, we must also greatly raise 
the scientific and cultural standards of the workers and peasants and 
increase labor productivity. Stalin said: "Only on the basis of raising 
the cultural and technical standards of the working class to the standards 
of the engineers and technicians is it possible to eliminate the opposition 
between mental and physical labor." ("Problems of Leninism," People's 
Publishing House, 1964 Edition, p 629) The idea of attempting to eliminate 
the difference between mental and physical labor by lowering the cultural 
standard of the mental laborers through the method of making the intel- 
lectuals do physical labor is totally wrong. Only those petty bourgeoisie 
engaged in empty talk will fancy communism as such.

[Text] Nankai University has attached great importance to fully promoting 
the role of experts and professors. Its experiences help us correctly 
understand the relationship between strengthening party leadership over 
schools and relying on experts and professors. It is only under the 
leadership of the party that we can fully give play to the initiative of 
experts and professors; on the other hand, reliance on experts and profes- 
sors will help strengthen party leadership over schools. 


We must not doubt or waver in the belief that the party must and can assume 
leadership over schools. Only when there is party leadership can we 
guarantee that schools will keep to the socialist orientation and will 
bring up red and expert people for socialist modernization. Only when 
there is party leadership can we unify and organize various contingents 

of a school to make concerted efforts to do a good job. These contingents 
include teachers, scientific researchers, political workers and rear- 
services workers. Only when there is party leadership can we secure condi- 
tions for experts, professors and other intellectuals to fully play their 
role. Without party leadership we cannot do a good job of running socialist 
schools and fully promote the role of experts and professors. This truth 
has been proven by our practice. Despite the mistakes and up-and-downs 

in our work during the 17 years before the cultural revolution, education, 
on the whole, was rapidly developing and the quality of education was good. 
This was because we persisted in party leadership over schools. Experts 
and professors played a positive role and made contributions to the 
country. Most of the talented people now active in various fronts of 
socialist construction were trained during this period. When Lin Biao 

and the “gang of four" were running amuck, they “kicked aside the party 
committee to make revolution" and destroyed party leadership over schools. 
As a result, schools were in a state of confusion, education was at the 
brink of collapse and many experts and professors were persecuted. We 
must always remember this lesson. Party leadership over schools must 
always be strengthened. It must never be weakened or replaced by any 
other form of leadership. 
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Strengthening party leadership over schools does not mean that party 
committees can willfully issue orders; they must work according to the law 
of educational work. Nor does it mean that party committees can monopolize 
everything; they must be good at relying on various people and forces, 
Reliance on experts and professors and fully giving play to their initiative 
are very important in the successful running of schools. Experts and 
professors have more advanced professional knowledge and ability. Since 
they are academic leaders, schools should rely on them in teaching and 
scientific research. Many experts and professors not only have professional 
knowledge and ability, but they also have a high level of political con- 
sciousness. They were cruelly persecuted by Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four" but they always supported the party. Professor Qian Lingxi of 

Dalian Technical College said: "There is an old saying in China, ‘domestic 
chickens will only run around in circles when they are beaten whereas 

wild chickens fly all over the sky.' Intellectuals are domestic chickens. 
They will follow the party no matter how they have been persecuted." 

"They believe that the party is a guarantee for our country's bright 
future." How touching these words are: they reflect the lofty state of 
mind of many learned intellectuals. Such experts and professors really 
deserve respect and trust. The party leadership of schools must trust 
them, rely on them, boldly use them, put them in positions where they 

can fully give play to their initiative, provide them with the necessary 
conditions for their work and daily life and enthusiastically help them 
make progress ideologically and politically. This is precisely the party 
leadership's duty and a sign of its strong leadership over schools. 


To strengthen party leadership over schools, we must have more experts and 
professors with professional knowledge and ability in the party committee 
and establish a group of leading cadres who firmly follow the socialist 
road and have professional knowledge and ability as well. In the leading 
groups of some schools there are too many nonprofessional cadres but too 
few professional ones. This situation must be changed. How should we 
change it? One way is to encourage the nonprofessional leading cadres to 
learn from the professional experts and professors and make efforts to 
master their own professions. We must also promote to leading posts those 
experts and professors who have organizational ability and experience in 
running schools. We must promote to leading posts in a bold and organized 
way the elite people who are in prime of life, and guarantee that they 
are really given positions and power and are able to fully display their 
professional skills. We cannot ask every senior member of the party 
committee in a school to be able to teach or do research work as the 
experts and professors. However, it is justified to demand that they know 
about education and have professional knowledge and ability in running 
schools. Of course, we cannot and should not expect that all the party 
and administrative leaders of a school are expert and professional educators 
and scientific researchers. However, it is justified to demand an appro- 
priate proportion of such people. Otherwise, the leading groups will not 
be able to really play their leading role. They may even be prone to 
issuing confused orders and play the opposite role. 
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At present, some comrades still do not pay attention to fully giving play 
to the initiative of experts and professors.

was not only a great writer but also an expert in cooking. The article which 
is published posthumously was written by Wu Enyu, an expert on the novel, ten 
days before his death last December. 


The quarterly introduces the recipes for some rare and famous Chinese delica- 
cies, including bear's paw, camel hump, biche-de-mer and "monkey-head" mush- 
rooms. It also contains descriptions of some of China's best-known restau- 
rants, including the world renowned Beijing Roast Duck Restaurant and the 
Fangshan Restaurant in Beihai Park in the capital, reputed for its cusine 
based on dishes served at the former Imperial Palace.

TECTONIC MAP, STRATIGRAPHY BOOK--Beijing, 28 Mar--A Chinese tectonic map 
drawn by the Institute of Geology of the Academy of Geological Research 
will come off the press at the Cartographic Publishing House this year. 

The science press will publish a brief introduction to the map made under 
the guidance of the noted Professor Huang Jiqing. The map, drawn on a 

scale of 1: 4 million, is helpful to the study of the earth's crust and 

its evolution on the Chinese mainland, and of the continental ore occurrence 
and the geological structures of Asia and China's continental shelf. The 
map was drawn on the basis of data accumulated since new China was founded 
in 1949, photographs taken from satellites and research results in plate 
tectonics. The map shows clearly the tectonic units of the Chinese conti- 
nent, polycyclic tectonic movements and the fault system. Last year, the 
institute worked with 30 units in compiling the book, "Chinese Stratigraphy." 
Written in the order of the geological ages, the book comprises 12 volumes 
and has 4 million Chinese characters. It records new achievements in the 
research of stratigraphic paleontology since the first national conference 
on stratigraphy in 1959.
